PROFITABLE FARMING 
ENTERPRISE OFTEN IS 
KILLED BY OUTSIDERS 


From the early ‘days of gold 
mining in this country, a “strike” 
in anything that meant a little 
money or profit has been the sig- 
nal fora mad scramble of all 
classes of peopig to get in on the 
“kill.” In most cases the inevit- 
able result has been that so many 
people got into the game, that 
there was no profit left for any- 
one. 

Gold rushes went out of fashion 
years ago, but “rushes” into lines 
of business continue unabated. 
Any line of farming which proves 
Profitable is especially subject to 
‚being “rushed” to the point of ex- 
tinction.. Whenever’ the farmer 
finds some agricultural enterprise 
that begins to pay dividends in any 
attractive amounts, outsiders of all 
clakses soon begin to make plans 
tq plänt the profitable crop As a 
result, in a short while the acre- 
age is increased to the point where 
the production is so large that the 
crop becomes unprofitable. 

The outsider has made very little 


and hired the work done. He can 
+ pull his stakes pod go back to his 
regular occupation or clse seek 
another line of agriculture which 
may be profitable at the moment. 

‘The genuine farmer who is in the 

business for a living is left to dig 

‘out from under debts the best, way 
' he can through several years of 
privation. 

Florida is particularly subject 
to this type of chiseling, as some 
have called it. It is not, unusual for 
winter visitors, as well as resi-| 
dents, to rent some land and have |

these shares and soon 500 had been 
sold.

Shares will 
drop to nothing over night. We'd 
better unload these other 500 
shares we have while we still are 
able to do so.” 

So they got busy and sold all 
but thelr original one share. They 
collected ‘an additional $5,000 in 
cash. 

Night was drawing near and one 
man said: “There's bound to be a 
big row at milkirig time. We'd bet- 
ter hold a directora” meeting. Let’ 
hurry out and get proxies from 
each shareholder authorizing us t 
vote thelr stock as we think best. 

It was an easy matter to secure 
the proxies. Then they met at the 
barn juat about milking time and 
proceeded to hold a “directobs” 
meeting: ` 

They formed a company and 
elected, from among their number, 
A president, A treasurer and eight 
vice presidents. A motion was 
made to allow each officer a salary 
af one gallon of milk each day for 
his services. The motion was car- 
ried without a dissenting vote. 

And then they milked the cow. 

Nate Reece of the Arcadian, Ar- 
cadia, states: “The wiles and ways 
of high finance are complex and 
devious and few there are among 
the proletariat who understand 
them.” p 

J.-M. Hunter's “Parable of the 
Cow” however, tells the story in a 
language that all can grasp. The 
moral is: "It'is more profitable to 
milk the public than it is to milk 
the cow. But rather than gverlook 
any bets, the smart financier takes 
no chances—he milks "em both.
